And Bret Harte 


Chou En-lai, who now proposes 
U.S.-Peiping negotiations over the 
issue of the Formosan straits, al- 

ways reminds me 
of a quotation 
from Bret Harte 
and an irrelevant 
incident of years 
ago in a Chinese 
gift shop in 
Minneapolis. 
Minneapolis 
has a population 
of several thou- 
sand splendid 
; on this occasion 
some 30 years ago a brash young 
man asked the price of a beauti- 
fully carved cigaret holder. The 
reply made him gasp. 

“For ways that are dark and 
tricks that are vain,” said the 
young man, “‘the heathen Chinee 
is peculiar.” 

“‘Eet is not so,” said the charm- 
ing young Chinese girl who was 
running the shop. “Who says 
such wicked things?” 

“Bret Harte,” replied the young 
man. 

“You breeng him here,” she 
said, stamping her foot, “I tell 
heem to his face he tells lie.” 

As, of course, he did. 

But somehow, Chou always 
makes me think Bret Harte was 
right insofar as the Premier of 
Red China is concerned. He is 
the most “‘Western’’ of the Chi- 
nese Communists. He is shrewd, 
urbane, ruthless, watchful and 
wary. He is handsome, sophisti- 
cated and brilliantly educated. 
Chou has studied and lived in 
Europe. 


Mao’s Oracle 


Mao Tse-tung, who has never 
been outside his native China, 
looks upon Chou as his oracle in 
foreign policy. 

Chou has an odd distinction. 
He once (for bargaining pur- 
poses), saved the life of Chiang 
Kai-shek, whom he now refers to 
as “a running dog for capital- 
ism” and as a “political corpse.” 
This was in 1936 when Chiang was 
kidnaped by rebel troops who had 
gone over to the Communists. 
Chiang, as late as the 1940s, re- 
ferred to Chou as “a reasonable 
Communist.” 

There is no doubt but that Chou 
En-lai is responsible for the di- 
rection of Peping’s foreign policy. 
It is he, and not merely “Orien- 
tal” ability in delaying tactics, 
who has kept the Geneva con- 
sultations between the United 
States and China dragging on 
fruitlessly for more than two 
years. 

It is these negotiations which 
Chou suggests “reopening.” 

We may be sure that Chou En- 
lai has a long plan in his mind 
and it is certain to be shrewdly 
and boldly conceived. He knows 
enough of the division in this 
country to put his foot in that 
crack and push hard. 

We are divided. The Eisen- 
hower policy, in early 1953, was 
ill-advised, It was pushed through 
by the eager young beavers who 
wanted to “show up Harry Tru- 
man.” In that year the Matsu 
and Quemoy islands were in Na- 
tionalist hands, but were not forti- 
fied. Only a few troops held 
them and they were there chiefly 
for observation. Chiang himself 
regarded them as indefensible. 


Our Commitment 

In the ridiculous “‘unleashing of 
Chiang” in early 1953, we urged 
fortification of those islands. We 
now are committed to defend 


them, even though they are close 
to the mainland and indefensible, 
save at great cost. The Ameri- 
can people are not happy about 
it, though there is general accept- 
ance of the idea that Formosa 
must, and will be, defended. 

Chou knows all this. . 

He is first of all a pragmatist. 
It would seem, therefore, that 
Red China is not now ready for 
a war which would reach the 
mainland. In time, the islands 
will have to be abandoned, unless 
there is to be an invasion of 
China. He can wait. 

Chou knows that no one—save 
Chiang — wants a war. He is 
aware the people of the United 
States are not enthusiastic about 

islands.

TAIPEI, Formosa (AP) — The 
Chinese Reds pounded the Quemoy 
Islands with nearly 5,000 shells an 
hour early ‘Tuesday, Nationalist 
chiefs reported. The blistering 
barrage blew the lid off a 2-day 
lull in the tense pocket war on 
Formosa strait. 

In the midst of the new violence, 
Chairman Mao Tze-tung of Red 
China gave the go-ahead to a 
White House proposal for negoti- 
ations in Warsaw on American- 
Red Chinese differences over the 
Formosa area. 

But he uncompromisingly ac- 
cused the United States of creat- 
ing tension all over the world. He 
declared America was creating a 
rope of military bases which was 
turning into a noose around its 
own neck. 

Mao told his Supreme State 
Council, Peiping radio reported, 
that he was “hopeful about am- 
bassadorial talks between China 
and the United States which would 
begin in Warsaw.” 

Mao spoke to the same top-level 
group which on Saturday called 
for a general mobilization against 
“war provocations by American 
imperialists” and approved Pre- 
mier Chou En-lai’s offer to the 
United States of talks on an am- 
bassador level. 

The White House, in a state- 
ment Saturday night welcomed 
Chou’s offer and proposed that 
the talks begin in Warsaw, the 
Polish capital. The United States 
made plain, however, that it 
would not sacrifice its ally, Chiang 
Kai-sheks Nationalist China, on 
Formosa. 

The new artillery attack by the 
Chinese Reds raised the possi- 
bility of retaliatory Nationalist 
air raids on the China mainland 
and the threat of Red air attacks 
on Formosa.

NEW YORK—The United States 
has begun delivering Thor inter- 
mediate range ballistic missiles 
to the British, informed sources 
revealed Thursday. 


The first of 60 Thors to be de- 
ployed in eastern and northern 
England is reported to have been 
flown abroad within the past week 
or so. 


Under the February agreement 
to supply the weapon to the Royal 
Air Force, the thermonuclear 
warheads are to remain in US. 
“ownership, custody and control.” 
The decision to fire any missiles 
must be made jointly by the two 
governments. 


Exactly when and how missile 
and warhead would be mated has 
not been made clear. 

It is expected to be December 
before a full RAF squadron has 
been trained, supplied its total 
complement of 15 missiles, and 
put on operational duty. In ail, 
four Thor squadrons are planned 
for Britain. Sites of additional 
squadrons have not yet been an- 
nounced. 

The Thor is a 65-foot liquid- 
propellant missile designed to de- 
liver a thermonuclear blow more 
than 1,700 miles. 

Twenty-two Thors have been 
fired from the test center at Cape 
Canavaral, Fla., including four 
used as the bottom stage of multi- 
stage vehicles. Thirteen of the 
firings have been judged ‘“‘good’”’ 
by the Air Force; four “partly 
good,” and five ‘‘failures.”’ 

Despite this record, there has 
been a considerable criticism of 
the Thor as a weapon and conse- 
quent opposition to deploying it 
with the RAF.

If Georgians needed any further re- 
minder that they should vote with care 
and in decisive numbers tomorrow it 1s 
contained in the report from the U.S. De- 
partment of Commerce that last year’s 
state tax collections hit a record $317,- 
437,000. 

This amount is the nation’s 16th larg- 
est. It represents an increase of 437 per 
cent in the past 15 years—the nation’s 
fourth greatest rate of advancement. Per 
capita tax collections of $84 compare 
with $18 in 1942—a 367 per cent rise. 
The state is ninth in the nation in sales 
tax collections and 25th in per capita 
take from all sources. 

While per capita tax collections are 
exactly in the middle of all states, total 
collected was greater than that of 33 
other states. 

These figures provide all the argu- 
ment needed that Georgia needs econ- 
omy and efficiency in government. 
Waste, boondoggling and loose spending 
practices must go. The next state admin- 
istration at best will have tough going 
making ends meet. But without some 
tightening up on finances, the alternative 
is more tax increases. 

The state no longer can indulge the 
wishes of politicians and leeches around 
for handouts. If essential services are to 
be maintained without impairment, wise 
and careful fiscal policies are mandatory.

The Bigger Threat Is 
To All Southeast Asia 


On the fourth anniversary of the 
Manila Pact President Eisenhower has 
reaffirmed this country’s intentions of 
upholding the free nations of Southeast 
Asia. The pact bound seven nations with 
the United States in maintaining peace 
in the Pacific Southwest. 

This timely statement is made while 
the Chinese Communists are threatening 
assault on the offshore islands prepara- 
tory to an attack on Chinese Nationalist 
Formosa. We have reaffirmed our siand 
to help defend these islands and already 
are providing naval escort for convoys 
of supply ships. War seems perilously 
near. 

Regardless of the mistakes we may 
have made in the past regarding the off- 
shore islands and Formosa, we are now 
in a position of having to save face at 
almost any cost. That is why the sug- 
gestion by Chou En-lai, premier of Red 
China, that diplomatic talks be resumed 
is so welcomed in Washington. Some 
stop-gap compromise may be possible. 
Meanwhile, the fact of existence of Red 
China cannot be ignored. ‘ 

Whether Red China intends to take 
the full risk of war with us or not,. her 
leaders are engaging in bullying and 
blackmail to win concessions. Our own 
commitments are clear and involve 
pledges to help defend the Philippines, 
Formosa, Australia, Pakistan, free Viet- 
nam and others. Through the Southeast 
Asia Treaty Organization, which includes 
Britain and France, we are committed 
to maintain peace and to work for sta- 
bility in the entire area. 

As in Korea, the United States has 
to make a grave decision to act resolutely 
or to retreat. To retreat is to increase 
the danger of eventual world war. It is 
best that our intentions be made fully 
clear.

Municipal Assn. Asks 
Better Deal for Cities 


The Georgia Municipal Assn. is urg- 
ing all member cities and towns to sup- 
port moves to get more state aid from 
the General Assembly. Executive Di- 
rector W. E. George has written to ex- 
ecutives of the cities asking their positive 
support for two bills which would pave 
the way for such help. 

One proposal calls for granting mu- 
nicipalities the right to participate in 
distribution of state taxes for street and 
highway maintenance. The other pro- 
poses a constitutional amendment to 
allow the state to allocate tax money for 
municipal purposes. 

Some sort of relief for growing urban 
areas is becoming more and more nec- 
essary if the state’s economic growth is 
to be sustained. At the end of fiscal 
1957, the state’s nine large cities of At- 
lanta, Savannah, Augusta, Columbus, 
Macon, Albany, Athens, LaGrange and 
Rome owed a total of $154,083,000. This 
figure has grown considerably since.

Adlai and Stassen 
Merit Vindication 


WASHINGTON—On the spur of the moment, 
to whom would you most likely give credit for » 
the American proposal to join with the Soviet : 


Union in a suspension of nuclear tests? It would be understandable 
to cite President Eisenhower because ultimately he resolved the 
deep controversy within the administration as to whether this was 


a safe and useful step. 

It also would be understandable 
to cite Secretary Dulles because 
in the end he exerted his great in- 
fluence in favor of ending the 
tests. 

But, on the United States side, 
the pioneers for a cessation of nu- 
clear testing as a means of re- 
ducing the hazards of radioactive 
fallout and as a first step toward 
arms reduction are neither the 
President nor the Secretary of 
State—as they will readily recall. 
And before history slips too far 
into the past it seems only fair 
to note: 

That an early and, to some ex- 
tent, a penalized advocate that 
America take the lead in calling 
off the tests was the 1956 Demo- 
cratic presidential nominee, Adlai 
Stevenson. 

That an early and often a lone- 
ly advocate — inside the Admin- 
istration — of exactly the course 
the President has now taken was 
Harold Stassen in his capacity as 
disarmament assistant to the 
White House and the State De- 
partment. 

These could quite possibly be 
the forgotten men of the end-the- 
tests debate and, for being on the 
right track sooner rather than 
later, they deserve recognition. 

As early as April 21, 1956, in 
an address before the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors in 
Washington, Mr. Stevenson said: 
“T believe that we should give 
prompt and earnest consideration 
to stopping further tests of the

hydrogen bomb. I question the 
sense in multiplying and enlarg- 
ing weapons of a destructive pow- 
er almost incomprehensible. Of 
course, I would call upon other 
nations to follow, our lead, and if 
they don’t and persist in further 
tests we will know it and we can 
reconsider our policy.” 

For this proposal, which he re- 
peated and elaborated during the 
presidential campaign, Mr. Ste- 
venson was derided by his Repub- 
lican opponents, including Mr. Ei- 
senhower, and it was argued that 
he was toying with the nation’s 
security to catch a few votes. 

During this same period, and 
particularly during the disarma- 
ment talks with the Soviets in 
London, Mr. Stassen led the fight 
within the administration to untie 
the issue of testing from the rest 
of the U.S. disarmament package. 


It was his view that this would 
not put the United States at any 
more of a disadvantage than it 
would the Soviet Union, that it 
would offer a significant step-at-a 
time beginning in the direction of 
disarmament and that it could be 
successfully negotiated. 

For being right ahead of their 
time, Mr. Stevenson and Mr. Stas- 
sen certainly deserve some rec- 
ognition. Perhaps the 1960 Demo- 
cratic National Convention will 
come up with something suitable 
for Mr. Stevenson. And from his 
exile in Philadelphia Mr. Stassen 
could be called back to duty.

Radiation Can Take 


Static Out of Fabric 


GENEVA (#—Radiation prom- 
ises to take some of the tingle, 
sparkle and cling out of today’s 
synthetic wonder fabrics. Static 
electricity builds up to make 
some garments cling, or tingle, 
or even sparkle in the darkness. 

The synthetic fibers can be 
treated with antistatic chemicals 
to prevent these annoyances, but 
many promising antistatic mate- 
rials wash off in laundering. So 
the problem is to get them to 
bond or hold them inside the 
material. 

Radiation can do this with at 
least one fabric, and studies 
are being made on others, Dr. 
Roberts of the Harwell, Eng- 
land, atomic research establish- 
ment told the atoms conference 
today.

Some Little Squirts 
Are Things of Beauty 


Sometimes a little squirt can be a thing of beauty. Take the 
little squirts that Mrs. Ruth Ann Webb puts on cakes she dec- 
orates in a bakery shop on Broad street—one little squirt, two 
little squirts, three little squirts and, there, you have a rose. 

Mrs. Webb has been decorating cakes for the bakery for 
five years. She said that at first she was shy about standing 
in the window and squirting icing all over the place in intricate 

“T’'ve got over that now, though,” she said. ‘‘Fact is, if there 

isn’t a crowd around the window, I miss them.” 
’ Mrs. Webb showed how she made a pastry cone out of a piece 
of special paper which is waxed on one side. Special metal tips 
fit over the small end of the cone and as Ruth Ann squeezes the 
cone, the icing comes out. The skill isn’t in the tip, however. It is 
in Mrs. Webb’s steady hands. 


Speedy Squeeze 

“It just takes a couple of minutes to decorate a small 
cake,” she explained. “But it takes up to 45 minutes to put 
the decorations on a wedding cake. Funny thing, we haven’t 
decorated as many big wedding cakes this year as we did last 
year. Must have been the recession. But we have sold more 
decorated cakes this year—just not wedding cakes.” 


August is best month for wedding cakes, in spite of the June 
bride tradition. 

Mrs. Webb’s formula for the decorating icing includes butter, 
sugar, cream, salt, syrup, and coloring. She mixes her pastels out 
of various basic colors and sometimes even makes black decora- 
tions—for what kind of cake, she didn’t say. 

Ruth Ann didn’t learn her art in her own kitchen and thea 
transfer it to her job. Her boss, Clifton Floyd, manager of the 
bakery, taught her how to make with the artistic squeeze and 
squirt. 


“Manna from Heaven? 


' This little drama happened at the Broad street entrance to a 
siowntown bank: A well-dressed businessman got out of an auto- 
mobile and started into the bank. He put his hand into his pocket 
for some reason, and, when he drew it out, dropped $90 in $10 bills 
en the street. 

’ _& Negro janitor was polishing the brass on the bank’s door, 
but he didn’t see the money fall. After the businessman went 
into the bank, a Negro woman came down Broad street and saw 
money blowing around on the sidewalk. “Well, look here,” she 
said, and started picking up $10 bills. 

The janitor thought she had dropped the money and helped her 
pick up six of the bills. She walked on up the street. About that 
time the driver of a car saw three bills drifting out in the street 
from the sidewalk. He stopped—who wouldn’t—and picked them 
up. “Who dropped these?’”’ he asked the janitor. ‘‘Why, that colored 
lady walking up there,” was the answer. The driver ran after the 
Negro woman, handed her the $30 and received her gracious 
thanks. 

When all parties to this rescue of money had disappeared, 
except the janitor, the businessman came rushing out of the 
bank, frantically scanning the sidewalk. “I just lost $90 out 
here,” he told the janitor. 

“YOU lost it?” the janitor was incredulous but chased off up 
the street looking for the Negro woman. She was long gone.

10 States Ge 
To Primary 
Polls Today 


By The Associated Press 
Ten states hold primary elec- 
tions Tuesday, deciding on nom- 
inees for eight U.S. Senate seats, 
59 places in the House and seven 
governorships. 


Voters will go to the polls in 

Florida, Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Massachusetts, Vermont, New 
Hampshire, Utah, Arizona, Wash- 
ington and Colorado. 
One of the most interesting races 
is a bitter contest in Flor- 
ida for the Democratic nomina- 
tion to the Senate seat now held 
by Spessard Holland. 


Holland, a conservative, fights 
it out with former Sen. Claude 
Pepper, who was a red hot New 
Dealer back in the Franklin D. 
Roosevelt days. Pepper lost his 
Senate seat to George Smathers 
in 1950. 

Holland called Pepper a deserter 
from the white South on racial 
issues and also termed him a one- 
time advocate of softness toward 
communism. 

Pepper said Holland was more 
of a Republican than a Democrat. 
He also accused him of trying to 
stir up racial bitterness. Both said 
they favor segregation. 

Most newspapers supported Hol- 
land and he is favored to win. 

Another former Democratic sen- 
ator, Ernest McFarland, tries for 
a comeback in Arizona. McFar- 
land, now governor, is opposed 
for the Senate nomination by Ste- 
phen W. Langmade, Democratic 
national committeeman. 

The winner will face Republican 
Sen. Barry Goldwater, who has 
no primary opposition. It was 
Goldwater who retired McFarland 
from the Senate in 1952. 

In Massachusetts, there ig no 
opposition in top races. Thus it 
was decided months in advance 
that Sen. John F. Kennedy (D), 
who may run for president in 
1960, will be opposed for re-elec- 
tion this November by Republican 
Vincent J. Celeste, a young Bos- 
ton lawyer. 

New England does offer one hot 
contest, in Vermont. There, Rep. 
Winston L. Prouty battles with 
former Gov. Lee E. Emerson for 
the Republican nomination to the 
Senate seat being vacated by 
'Ralph E. Flanders. 

Emerson accused Prouty of get- 
ting aid from the Americans for 
Democratic Action, a political or- 
ganization that generally favors 
Democratic philosophies. Prouty 
denied it and accused Emerson of 
taking campaign money from out- 
of-state interests. 

One House race attracting inter- 
est beyond district borders is 
the renomination campaign of 
Rep. Coya Knutson, Minnesota 
Democrat. 

Mrs. Knutson’s husband, An- 
drew, called on her publicly to 
quit Congress and come home. 
Campaigning in their hometown 
of Oklee Sunday, she didn’t bother 
to call on him. He didn’t look her 
up, either. 

In neighboring Wisconsin, the 
experts predicted an easy renom- 
ination victory for Sen. William 
Proxmire, Democrat who won a 
special election last year to fill 
the seat of the late Joseph R. 
McCarthy, Republican. 

Five candidates are trying in 
New Hampshire for the Republi- 
can nomination for governor to 
succeed Lane Dwinell, retiring 
Republican. Top contestants here 
are former Gov. Hugh Gregg and 
a former Gregg ally, Wesley Pow-

The agreement, 
which climaxes 
several years of 
negotiations, also

the Whitehall 
Plantation, an

acre site located adjacent to the 
present Savannah State Docks. 
The option, carrying a purchase 
price of $970,000, expires June 1, 
1959. 

Robert E. Frankenfield, author- 
ity chairman, announced the sign- 
ing of the contract and said ac- 
quisition of the property is the 
first phase of a 25-million-dollar 
port development program recom- 
mended by engineers. Franken- 
field signed the contract for the 
authority and William E. Dillard, 
Central president, signed for the 
railroad. 


HISTORIC DAY 


“The authority feels this is a 
historic day in the development 
of the Savannah port,” Franken- 
field said. ‘“‘We feel that Savan- 
nah now will be better able to 
meet competition from rival South 
Atlantic ports.” 


The iotal price of $3,750,000 for 
the Central properties (waterfront 
terminals and Whitehall Planta- 
tion) had long been agreed upon 
by both the authority and the 
railroad. It was the amount stip- 
ulated as a fair evaluation of the 
properties by engineers hired by 
the authority. 

In recent months the only ques- 
tion about the proposed purchase 
has been the method of financing. 
State Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr., 
member of the State Property Ac- 
quisition Committee, had opposed 
any state aid for the transaction. 
Thrasher said he would not ob- 
ject to the purchase if the author- 
ity itself could finance it. 

Frankenfield said the authori- 
ty’s financing plans meet with the 
position taken by Thrasher. 


$560,000 IN CASH 


“The authority will pay $560,000 
in cash out of its surplus funds,”’ 
Frankenfield said, “and will -fi- 
nance the remainder with a $2,- 
220,000 issue of revenue anticipa- 
tion bonds.” 

He said that although the bonds, 
which will bear 4 per cent inter- 
est, will be offered at public sale. 
Central of Georgia agreed to bid 
par for the bonds at the time of 
the offer. 

Frankenfield said the authority 
probably will cake possession of 
the new facilities about Nov. 1. 

He announced that the author- 
ity already has a commitment 
from Seatrain Lines, Inc., for a 
40-year lease on Central property. 
He said the lease includes prop- 
erty now under lease to Seatrain 
Lines, Inc., and an additional 
eight acres. Seatrain now pays 
$32,000 a year, but would pay $70,- 
000 a year under the 40-year 
lease, Frankenfield said. 


CALLED SOUND PURCHASE 


“This income, combined with 
other fixed income from rentals 
and warehouse fees on Central 
properties, will bring in a gross 
of $150,000 to $160,000 a year, 
which is sufficient to take care of 
the interest and principal on the 
revenue bonds,” Frankenfield 
said. 

The authority chairman termed 
the purchase “sound and justi- 
fied.” 

He said surveys have brought 
out that the Savannah port ‘“‘con- 
tributes something in excess of 
$30,000,000 a year to the state’s 
economy.” 

“Expansion and modernization 
of our port facilities are neces- 
sary if we are to meet the de- 
mand of Georgia’s industrial 
growth,” he said. He pointed out 
that last year the state docks had 
to refuse the docking of 117 ships 
because of lack of facilities. 

A Boston engineering firm 
which recommended the purchase 
of the Central properties has also 
recommended that the authority 
spend $21,000,000 during the next 
20 years to expand present fa- 
cilities and modernize the Central 
terminals. 

The authority hopes to receive 
substantial state assistance to 
carry out the program. It will be 
looking to the next administra- 
tion to provide funds for the be- 
ginning of the modernization.

“For better or for worse, in 
sickness and in health... .” 
These vows have particular 
significance to the wife of an 


series 


alcoholic. For her there is 
usually plenty of “worse” be- 
fore there is any “‘better.”’ 


If she learns early that un- 
controllable drinking is a sick- 
ness, however, she is luckier 
than many. She will at least be 
on her way to finding peace of 
mind. 

Great strides have been made 
during the past 15 years in ed- 
ucating the public that alcohol- 
ism is a disease, in fact, is the 
nation’s fourth most serious 
health problem. 

Yet the alcoholic himself is 
the last to believe it. 

NOT RESPECTABLE 

Because the disease does not 
have respectable symptoms, the 
wife is almost as slow facing 
the fact that her husband is an 
alcoholic and consequently is 
ill. Yet facing that fact would 
save her heartache and be- 
wilderment. 

“My husband an alcoholic? 
Why I was insulted at a friend's 
suggestion,” a genteel, gray- 
ing woman told a group of 
wives who shared her prob- 
lem. “My husband is no bum, 
I told her. He never misses a 
day of work.” 

The ladies nodded their 
heads. It was a familiar story 
told often by new members.

looked, spoke with equal can- 
dor. “I was certain my hus- 
band was not an alcoholic. He 
could stay sober for months at 
a time before going on a binge. 
Still, I had to admit that each 
year was worse than the last.”’ 
SHARE COMPANIONSHIP 

The wives were sharing com- 
panionship, understanding and 
knowledge of their common 
problem at an Ala-non group 
meeting. 

Ala-nons are auxiliary groups 
composed of the families (pri- 
marily the wives) of members 
of Alcoholics Anonymous. There 
are three such groups in the 
Atlanta area. 

Together they follow a pro- 
gram similar to the 12 steps 
which have lighted the way to 
serenity and sobriety for alco- 
holics. 

Amazingly, the simple rules 
to live by are equally as suc- 
cessful for the family as for the 
alcoholic. 

Because ‘they have or have 
had similar experiences, they 
understand one another. The 
women walk the steps together, 
each helping the other over the 
rough spots, helping her to see 
the blind spots. 

The steps include facing the 
fact that their lives are out of 
control because of alcohol; 
placing themselves in God's 
hands; seeing themselves hon- 
estly; taking problems one at a 
time; making amends when 
possible; living and letting 
others live without interference 
or criticism. 

Facing that first step... 
admitting that alcoholism is an 
illness . . . is not easy for 
anyone to do. 


Although common, the sick- 
ness is hardly ordinary. The 
symptoms, sometimes disturb- 
ingly obvious, evoke less sym- 
pathy than a runny nose. (No 


one sends an alcoholic any 
flowers when his illness incapa- 
citates him.) 

“Why is he cruel to the chil- 
dren when he usually is so 
crazy about them?”’ 

“Doesn't he care a_ thing 
about me? He promised to 
leave the bottle alone if I 
would come back to him, and 
he’s drunk again!” 

Miserable women, puzzled by 
the Dr. Jekyl-Mr. Hyde per- 
sonalities of their drinking hus- 
bands have pondered these 
questions in dark, empty 
houses waiting hopefully, fear- 
fully for their men to return 
home. 

Those who have joined Ala- 
non groups confess to each 
other that they have nagged, 
shamed and accused their whis- 
ky-sodden men, and have only 
intensified their problems as a 
result. 

Lacking tolerance because 
they lacked understanding, they 
drove them into even deeper 
senses of guilt and neurosis, 
forcing them back again to 
their only solace, their only es- 
cape for the moment, the bottle. 

Today, together, wives are 
learning to cope with their 
problems intelligently, to. be 
more emotionally stable moth- 
ers, and to be happier within 
themselves through the 12 steps 
of Ala-non.

GAINESVILLE—I have information for Coach 
Tom Nugent. It appears Florida State has picked a 
bad year to challenge Florida, for the Gators just may 
be the toughest team to beat in the Southeastern Con- 
ference. 

This isn't merely a frivolous forecast by a junior-grade football 
swami. It’s based on last year’s record and several of the young 


men who helped record it. 


During the last four weeks of the

Vanderbilt reaped 
seven points, the lone touchdown over 
a 16-quarter span. 

True, several of the defensive pil- 
lars such as tackles Charlie Mitchell 
and Ray Midden, guard Howell Boney 
and Dan Pelham have been removed 
from the campus. But several play- 
mates are still on the grounds, and 
there’s obviously more where those 
came from. 

Coach Bob Woodruff, a modest 
citizen who recommends that writers 
hold applause at least until after the 
game, may not appreciate this pre- 
mature cheering on behalf of the 
Gators. 

Perhaps the sun was too hot for a guy accustomed to the shade. 
At any rate, I departed Gatorland convinced that Florida will suc- 
ceed Auburn as the league's leading defensive team. 

Since Coach Woodruff is allergic to being placed on the spot, 
it should be noted at this point that the Florida offense doesn’t 
measure up to the defense. And that’s the reason the Gators aren't 
classified as a strong contender for the crown. If Bernie Parrish, 
who prefers money and baseball to football, were still on the prem- 
ises, I'd peg the Gators right beside Ole Miss, Miss. State and Au- 
burn. Without Parrish, they’re still a threat.

STATE NEEDS LAKE SAFETY PATROL 


Georgia’s boating code is mightly slim and its enforcement is 
even slimmer. The Wildlife Rangers, on whose shoulders thus far 
has fallen the responsibility of watching for drunks and otherwise 
dangerous operators, are busy with their other duties and can't de- 
vote too many hours to this phase of their jobs. 

Until we can get a more adequate boating code, the one we 
have should be enforced. The marine patrol is a reality now but 
that is not the whole answer. The opinions of those with whom 
I’ve talked are divided on whether the enforcement of any boating 
laws should be done by a separate unit of the Game and Fish 
Division, or by the State Patrol, with the help of local officers. 

Both departments say they haven’t the money to add to their 
staffs for the purpose of saving lives on our waters. That has 
brought up the suggestion that the tax on all gasoline used in out- 
board motors be set up in a separate fund and used to create and 
maintain a water safety patrol on lakes, streams and coastal 
waters. 

This could be done at the next session of the Legislature, and 
could be passed at the same time they set up a top boating code 
for the state and give consideration to licensing all craft over a 
specified size. 

It is a real service the next governor and his Legislature might 
perform for the growing number of citizens who enjoy the waters 
of our state.

I was glad to see that the Cracker State did 
have at least limited regulations on misconduct 
in a craft, as well as the authority to do some- 
thing about the abuse of boating privileges on 
our public waters. 

You can get a copy of this booklet by writing # 
to the Game and Fish Commission in the State *” 
Capitol, Atlanta, but just in case you haven't got 
a three-cent stamp (Oops! Pardon me—four-cent 
stamp) or the time to address a post card or let- 
ter, look at some excerpts from the regulations.

Cotton Crop Estimated 
At 12,105,000 Bales 


WASHINGTON (#—The Agriculture Department 
Monday forecast this year’s government-controlled cot- 
ton crop at 12,105,000 bales of 500 pounds gross weight. 
This estimate is 522,000 bales’ , 
‘more than the department's Au-. by reserve and surplus supplies 
gust forecast of 11,583,000 bales. | 
also compares with last 
year’s very small crop of 10,964,- 
000 bales and with the 10-year 
average of 14,136,000 


of about 8,750.000 bales accumu- 
lated from past big crops. 


Cotton is being grown on the 
smallest acreage since 1876 un- 
der a government crop control 
and soil bank land retirement 
program. 

In an accompanying report the 
Census Bureau said 1,009,257 run- 
ning bales from this year’s crop 
had been ginned prior to Sept. 1. 
This compared with 969,677 gin- 
ned to the same date last year 
and 1,510,410 two years ago. 


The cotton acreage expected 
to be abandoned before harvest 
was put at 3.6 per cent. This 
would leave the acreage for har- 
vest at 11,960,000 acres com- 
pared with 13,558,000 last year. 

The yield per harvested acre 
was forecast at an average of 486 
pounds compared with 388 last 
year and 317 for the 10-year 
average. 

For Georgia the department 
forecast 2 per cent abandoment, 
398,000 acres for harvest, a yield 
of 386 pounds per acre, and total 
production of 215,000 bales.
